A fort hiftory of the origin and progre/s of that 
part of the art military which is*termed Fxer- 


cife; fhewing the utility of it, and the principles 


on which itts founded. .- 
Extracted from the Introdudion to the plan of dif- 
cipline for the militia of Norfolk. * 
T is univerfally allowed, that the Greeks 
and the Romans carried the art of war to a 
greater degree of perfection, than any o 
ther people in their days; and indeed the 
f beft ‘judges feem to be agreed, thar they 
have fcarcely been equalled by amy of the moderns. 
By what appears from the authors who have treat- 
ed of their difcipJine, we cannot find that théy hdd; 
what we call, a manual exercife. © The Grecian or- 
der of the phalanx, whofe whole ftrength confitt- 
ed. in’ being clofely united and in perfect order, re- 
quired that they fhould: be ftri@ly exa& in their 
marching and evolutions ; and thefe points were 
what they chiefly atrended to, and pradtifed in 
their exercife: as may be feen in Alian, (chap. 
liv.) who has alfo given us their words of 
command; from which it ‘appears, that the clof- 
ing, opening, and doubling theirranks and filés, 
together with the different facings and wheelings, 
and the various methods of changing their front 
by counter marches, conftitured almolt the whole 
of it (1. sched ta cigs ; 
" Y wehctfe of the Roman foldiers, col- 
lectively, feems to have chiefly‘ ¢ontifted ‘in 
ractifing the evolutions of the legion, and 
in “marching 20,000, or fomctimes 24,000 geo- 
metiical paces in five hours, ‘for that was their 
military pace! (2.): this they performed, load- 
ed withtheirarmour, weapons, and other military 
implements; ‘which ahogether made up a very 
burden ; and at the fame time kept thei ranks. 
They® exercifed themfelves feparately in’ running, 
jumping and fwimming over rivers, completely 
asmied ; and above all endeavoured to acquitethe 
greateft skill and dexterity inthe throwing of the 
pilum or javelin, and ii the ufe of the* {word 
and’ ‘fhield.'" For’’thefe ‘purpofes,” they \ had 
Mafters, called Campi, Dottores ;’ whofe bafi- 
fiefs fr was ¥6 teach the youth and’the new-raifed 
foldiers;' and the Campus Martius at Rortie was’ 
fer apart for fuch exercifes; where all the moft, 
eminent citizens, whofe age or infirmities did 
not difable them from fervice, tooka pleafure 
and: pride in publickly ‘endeavouring to excel in 
thefe military accomplifhments. * Befides thefe ex- 
ercifes, they were inured to hardfhips’ and fevere 
Jabour by, a continual prattice of Pert ginig their 
camps, making roads, and carrying on, at the 
fieges they undertook, fuch imrmenfe works’ as 
appéar to us almoft incredible. By thefe me- 
thods‘they formed excellent foldiers, who were 
robutt, hardy, and perfeétly well skilled in che ufe, 
of their weapons’; 
had that uniformity and harmony it it which the 
moderns have eftablifhed, Indeed the lance, the 
pike, the (Word and fhield, and the other wea- 
ponsthat were ufed before the invention of gun- 
powder, do ‘nor require that precifion and unis 


formity, in the ufe of them, which fire arms do, | 


neither’ indeed do’they admit of it} for, ‘with 
thefe weapons, every-thing mutt chiefly depend 
on the valour, ftrength, dexterity, and ‘skill of 
the individuals ; and every man mutt exert him- 
felf in proportion to his natural ‘and acquired abi- 


(3.) Marechal Saxe in his Reveries, chap. i. art. 
vi. has fome'very ingenious conjectures and ob. 
fervations on the manner of the marching of the 
ancients; whom he ‘fuppofes to have marched in 
exact-tinre and cadence, to the found of their mu- 
fical inftrurhents: and gives good reafons for the 
excellency. of that method; which is {he fays) 
pradtifed av prefent by the Pruflians. He was no 
icholar; which’ has led ‘him into’'a grofs miftake 
about the ancaning of the word, Taéticks ; but he 
might have fupported his opinion, with regard to 
theirymarching im cadence, by many paflages of 
the ancients; particularly the following one of 
Thueydides, in the account of the battle between 
the Lacedemonians and Argives, boak v. ‘ After 
this the ‘fight, began, the Argives-and their allies 
moving on with violence and fury ;. but the Lace- 
demonians deliberately, and to the found of fe- 
yeral pipers, who were appointed by law; noron 
account of-any religious ceremony, but that the 
foldiers, eencblen together, might make their at- 
tack uniformly, and not break their ranks.”

gentry there was fcarce any one that 


lities, which are, very, unequal in’ different men: 
whereas fire-arms Jaye,reduced mankind more to 
a level; and in fa&, in the ancient hiftories we 
read continually of the ,brave aétions and feats of 
arms of particular heroes, excelling in valour and 
ftrength: on the contrary, in the modern hitto- 
ries, private yalour feliom, bur by great chance, 
is remarked or recorded; though we find frequent 
relations of whole bodies of men, which have fig- 
nalized rhemfelyes, and are there praifed for their 
firmnefs and difcipline. 

After the downtal of the. Roman empire we 
muft not expeé rovfind, amoagit the barbarous 
nations that deftroyed it, any great traces of 
military skill. In general i¢ appears, that they 
fought without much method or order; though 
thet certainly were nor unacquainted with the ne- 
cefliry of keeping in a body, and ading toge- 
ther # and confequently they muft have obfery- 
ed fome fort of diftinétions of ranks and files, 
but they had not reduced their motions aad 
evolutions to any regular or uniform method. 
Every individual exercifed himfelf in ‘the ufe 
of fuch weapons as he was appointed to fight 


withal ; and we find, that’ almoft every peo- »| 


ple had their fayourite one, in which they parti- 
cularly excelled. "That of the Franks, or ancient 
French, was the hatchet; ‘which they ufed as a 
miffile weapon, throwing icin the fame manacr 
as the North American Indians do theirs, which 
they call tomahawks. The Gafcons and Geno- 
efe’ were excellent’ crofs bow-men. The Swifs 
owed the fignal’ vi@tories which they gained over 
the Auftrians and Burgandians, an the great-re- 
putation they were in as foldiers, to their ttrength 
and skill in the ufe of the pike, halberd, and dads 
Or two-handed fword. The victories of Crefly, 
Poidtiers, and Agincourt, will occafion the valour 
and skill of the Englifh archers co be tranfinitted 

the lateft pofterity. Among the 
nobility.an 
could’read; they looked on letters as a di(parage- 
ment to men dedicated to arms; bur made rhe 


. pradice of their weapons, and all-forrs-ot martial 
, ekercifes, ‘their whole ftudy, and the only buti- 
. mefs of their lives; and what they efteemed of all 


othefs the greareft pleafure and enterjainment, 
were thofe imitations of battles, the tilts and tour- 
naments, though often attended with fatal acci- 


, dents and bloodfhed. For the reafons 1 haye be- 
_ fore mentioned, there could be little or no uni- 


formity obferved in their troops, but every man 
left to perform, according to his re{pective abilivics. 

The invention of gunpowder torally changed 
the manner of fighting, and confequently the mi- 
litary difcipling of all Europe. The Spaniards 
were the firft who armed part of their foot with 
muskets and harquebuzes, and mixed them with 
the pikes: in this they were foon imitated by molt 
other nations ; thoagh the Englifh:had vot entire- 
ly laid afide their favourite weapon, the long-bow, 


and generally taken to the ufe of fire arms, dur. 


ing the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
The firit muskets were very heavy, and could 


nat be fired without reft (3) ; they had marchlocks, 








(G)_ The old Englith writers call thefe large 


‘muskets, calivers ; the Harquebuze was a lighter 
\piece, .that could be fired without a reft, The 
matchlock was fired by a match, fixed by a kind 


of tongs in the ferpentine or cock, which, by 
pulling the trigger, was brought down with great 
quicknefs, upon the priming in the pan; over 
which there was a fliding coyer, which was drawn 
back by hand, juft at the time of firing. There 
was a great deal of nicety and care required to 
fit the match properly to the cock, fo as to come 
down exaétly, true on the priming, to blow the 
afhes from the coal, and to guard the pan from 
the fparks that fell from ir; a great deal of time 
was alfo loft in taking it our of the cock, and 
returning it between the fingers of the lett hand, 
every time that, the yisce was fired; and wet 
weather often rendered the matches ufelefs. How- 
ever, moft writers allow (and foie old officers 
that we have known, who remembered match- 
Jocks being ftill in ufe, have confirmed it) that 
they were very ure, and Jefs apt to mits fire than 
the firelock, which feems fearcely credible; tho’ 
one may fuppofe, that the fivelocks at firft were 
not fo well made as they are now, The firelock 
is fo calied, trom producing, fire of irfelf, by the 
action of the flint and fteel, The moit antient 
inyenuon of this fort is the wheel-lock, which we 
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" 
and barrels of a wide bore, that carried a large ball, 
and charge of powder, and did exectrionat a great 
d.ffance. The musketeers, on'a march, ‘carried only 
their refts and ammunition, and had boys to bear 
their muskets afier them, for which they were allow- 
ed greatadditional pay. They were very flow ia 
loading, not only by reafon.of the urtwieldlinefs of 
the pisces ; and becaufe they carried the powder and 
ballsfeparate, but from the time it took to prepare 
and adjult the march; fo that their fire was not 
near fo brisk as ours is now 

Afterwards, a lighter kind Gf matchlock musket 
came into ufe, (4) and they carried their ammu- 
nition in bandéliers, which were brod belts that 
came over the fhoulder, to which were hung fe- 
veral: little cafes of wood, covered with leather, 
each containing a charge of powder; the balls

Thefe locks wete inconvenient, took time to 
wind yp, (or {pati as they termed it:) and fome- 
times would not go off; an inftance of which 
may be feen in Ludlow’s account of his defence 
of Wardour-caftle; vide Ludlow’s memoirs, Lond. 
edit. fol. 1751. p. 35. When the firelock,; fuch 
as we now ufe, was invented,--wetannot afcer- 


rain. Iris called, by writersof abOliTTHE middie 


of the laft century, a {naphane, or fhaphance ; 
which, being the Dutch word for a firelock, feemis 
to indicate, that it is a Dutch invention, and that 
we took it from them; bur Ward, in his ani- 
madverfions of war, primed in 1639, p. s02, aft 
ter defcribing the exercife of the firelock-piftol, 
and carbine (by which he means the wheel-cock) 


fays, that as moft of our pane go with Englifh 


locks, whizh differ from fire-locks, he fhall add 
the method of handimg them; and then gives 
the exercife of the {naphane carbine; by which 
it appears, that there was little or no difference 
between that and the pieces ‘now in ufe. The 
more modern writers call ica fufee, from the French 
word, futil; whence the name of fudzileers is (ill 
continued to feveral of our regiments, which 
were the firft that were armed’ with them, on 
the difufe of matchlocks. © We thoughr this litle 
digreflion would not be difagreeab!¢ to our readers, 
as it explains fome paflages in our writers, that 
perhaps may not be generally fo well underitood 
at prefent. 

(4) They ufed the musket and reft in Eng- 
land, fo late as the beginning of the civil wars ; 
as may be feen in Lieurenant-colonel Bariffe’s 
young artillery-man; a book compofed for the 
inftruction af the militia of the city of London, 
and addrefled to Serjeant-Major-Géneral  Phili 
Skippon, and the reft of the officers of the train- 
ed bands, printed ar London'1643. There are 
fome curious things in it, particularly 4 letter of 
Lord Vifcount Wimbeldon's in 1637, to the ar- 
tillery company, to recommend the praétifing of 
a new exercife, of the musket arid half pike to- 
gethet, which we do not remember to have feen 
mentioned in any other book; and which’ has 4
